LETTER FRoON Mk. W. A. DUYLE, 
EX-WASWDEN Of MEAIOFA. 


In reply to yours of a late date asking for 
my expericnee and opinion of Manitoba as 


a field for immigration, I beg to say that J | 


am, @s an immmigrant of five year's resis 
dence, perfectly satisfied with ny suecesn, 
feeling confident that I could not have done 
better in any part of America. With your 
permission I will cite a few of the reasons 
I have for this confidence. 

In the first instance, upon concluding to 
emigrate, I visited Manitoba via the West. 
ern United States and thoroughly informed 
myself as to the land regulations respecting 
the acquisition of homesteads, and 1 found 
those of Manitoba much more advantageous 
than the American. 

I have visited most of the States of the 
Union, and I have found no soil superior to 
that of Manitoba, and | know of none at 
all approaching iu it excellence except that 
of the valleys of the Genesee in New York, 
Shenandosh and Luray in Virginia anda 
few tracts iu the valleys of the Ohio, Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers. While we 
have an ample proportion of clay in our 
subsoil, we also have the requisite dash of 
silica to inswre easy working and 
hence suadried clods are unknown, 

I may say en passant, that in my opinion 
Farl Dufferin's famous simile “ Tickle the

Cooking With Ol] Stoves. 
Mrs. Lincoln, the Boston lecturer on cook- 
| ery, says: When one tells you that there is 
“no troub’e” in using an oil stove you may 
be morally certain tnat she does not know 
what she istalking about. To be sure you 
are saved additional heat and dustin the 
summer When you have so muca of both | 
| from rature herself; but unless you are care- | 
| ful you wi.l bave a smoky atmosphere and a | 
| disagreeable odor. You needn't have either 
| of you choose to manage properly; the “no 
trouble” people will have it all the time. | 
The way toavoid itis to keepthe burner | 
perfectly clean and entirely free from the | 
gummy burner deposit which even the best | 
oil will have on the polished brass burner. | 
Every day the burner should be washed | 
| in hot, clean suds, thoroughly dried and the | 
| wick replaced; the little brass network about | 
| the base of the burner should be carefully | 
wiped and kept free from every particle | 
| of dust. The wick should becut squarely 
| ani evenly with scissors, and not even a . 


thread should be left that is higber than the | 
| rest. When the blaze is extinguished, the | 
wick should be turned down at least half an | 
| inch below the edge of the burner. If it is | 
left above, or even with the top, it will ab- 
sorb o:l, and the oil will run over the top, 
making it greasy and soiled, and emit an un- 
pleasant odor, | 
| The best quality of oil should be used, as, 
after all, it is fully as economical: there is 
less sediment in it, it will burn to the last 
| drop, will not smoke so badly, and does not 
leave such a rank odor. The stove should be | 
filled after using, and when it is first lighted 
| the Llaze should be watched, because it in- | 
creas?s in intensity and very soon begins to | 
smoke. Itcan then be regulated and left for | 
| some time, especially if you are baking; if 
you have water on boiling, as soon as the | 
water reaches the boiling point the flame will 
| increase again and must be turned down. |
